Here's how the program works: 
To submit an idea,simply complete 
(g 0.8% an"! Have An Idea” form located 

in the Idea boxes at our major break 
areas and cafeterias; or, write your idea 


name, location and work extension and 
drop it in the IXA BOX. Ifitis 
more convenient, you can send 
your idea through interoffice 
mail to “I Have An Idea”, Center 
Building. 


Once our "I Have An Idea” Committee receives your 
idea, they'll send you an acknowledgement and 
forward your idea to the Division Representative who 
begins a feasibility and cost study. After your idea is 
thoroughly researched and analyzed it is returned to 
the committee for discussion. 


Our "I Have An Idea" Committee meets once each 
month to take action on the ideas submitted, but 
depending on the idea submitted, the research can take 
several months or more to fully study the effectiveness 
of the idea. 


The committee determines whether or not the idea 


submitted is to be rejected or accepted based on the 
findings of the research and contacts you by letter. 


The ideas which will be accepted must be original 
and not previously submitted or in the process of being 
implemented. Many of the ideas submitted to our “I 
Have An Idea" Committee have been submitted 
previously by other cast members, and to help you 
determine whether or not your idea is original, EYES & 
EARS will print a quarterly report on the progress

on a plain piece of paper including your, 
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ofour “I Have An Idea” Program listing 
the ideas which have been accepted 
during that quarter. 


Some of the ideas which are submitted 
onaregular basis by numerous cast 
members include requests to develop 
foreign language guidebooks and menus for 
our guests, to add more information signs throughout 
Walt Disney World, to increase the number of cast 
members at certain locations during peak periods, to 
install non-skid surfaces and speed bumps in various 
locations, to recycle aluminum and cardboard 
products, and to install hand dryers in our restrooms. 
Many of these ideas are already part of our on-going 
maintenance program or have been rejected due to 
research which showed they were not as effective as 
methods presently in use. 


Last year our "I Have An Idea” Committee accepted 
73 ideas, and out of those ideas, 54 included 
improvements in services and safety factors for 
employees and guests and 13 were for new employee 
benefits! Seven of the ideas accepted in 1978 were of 
such nature that the committee named them 
“Outstanding Ideas”! 


So don't keep your ideas to yourself; put your winning 
ideas to work for all of us!

13. Is there a reliable and drinkable source of 
water with adequate pressure? 

14. Is the sanitary sewerage disposal system 
reliable and adequate? 

15. Are lots or units arranged to suit your 
family life style? 

16. Are there special assessments covering a 
portion of the lot, street or community 
development costs which will mean added 
monthly charges to you for a specified 
number of years? 

17. What is the view out the front door? Are 
there eyesores? Do the neighbors appear 
to take good care of their properties? 

18. What is traffic like on neighborhood 
streets?
